The  opening  of  this  Thirtieth  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  Toledo  Federa- 
tion of  Art  Societies  sees  the  inauguration  of  two  major  steps  in  the  cam- 
paign of  the  Federation  to  try  to  change  the  situation  of  our  Toledo 
artists. 

The  Prize  Fund  has  become  the  Purchase  Fund.  No  cash  prizes  have 
been  given.  Instead,  the  jury  was  asked  to  recommend  for  purchase  items 
in  the  exhibit.  These  will  be  bought  with  the  Purchase  Fund  and  will 
become  the  nucleus  of  a  collection  to  be  loaned  for  exhibition  in  public 
buildings  throughout  the  city. 

Mrs.  Paul  Smith,  who  has  been  so  successful  in  promoting  sales  for 
Cleveland  artists,  has  been  brought  here  by  the  Federation  to  take  charge 
of  sales.  Much  of  the  exhibited  work  is  for  sale  at  reasonable  prices  and 
Mrs.  Smith  will  be  pleased  to  assist  with  purchase  details. 

We  deeply  appreciate  the  earnestness  with  which  the  jury  held  to  a  high, 
critical  standard  in  judging  the  entries  and  thank  them  for  their  sincere 
work  which  has  produced  this  handsome  show. 

The  Federation  also  wishes  to  thank  the  Museum  for  its  generosity  and 
the  space  for  the  show  and  particularly  to  stress  the  fine  cooperation  and 
skill  of  the  staff  in  handling  the  entries  and  hanging  the  exhibit.
